writes concerning her own successes: “I 
was born of only ordinary capacity, but of 
extraordinary persistency.” 

Who that has glided through the rhythmic 
sentences of “Romona,” or girded himself 
for the battle of justice with a “Century 
of Dishonor” has ever paused to weigh the 
weariness of the constructive toil? 

Her biographer quotes Mrs, Hunt's say- 
ing to a friend concerning her own cultiva- 
tion of literary style: There is a little 
book called ‘Out-door Papers,’ by Mr. Hig- 
ginson, that is one of the most perfect 

ecimens of literary composition in the 

nglish yer It has been my model 
for years. go to it as a text book and 
have actually spent hours at a time taking 
one sentence after another and experiment- 
ing upon them, trying to see if I could take 
out or transpose a clause, and not destroy 
their perfection.“ Then adds: “I shail 
never write a sentence as long as I live 
without studying it over from a standpoint 
of whether you would think it could be 
bettered.” 

By such means Helen Hunt insured to 
*“Romona” jts 30th thousand, and to a 
“Century of Dishonor” five editions since 
her death. 

Ludovico Ariosto, the gifted Ttalian poet 
of the 15th century, is a striking example 
of relentless fidelity to art, 

His “Orlando Furioso,” begun іп 1508, 
was published in 1516, and “up to the time 
of his death (17 years later) he never 
ceased to correct and improve both the sub- 
ject and the style.” How otherwise could 
the “extraordinary merits” of this poem 
have “cast into oblivion” the Italian ro- 
mance poems of three centuries? A single 
celebrated description of a tempest was, by 
his own testimony, written sixteen different 
ways. The last draft was used. 

t was this quality of genius which won 
for him the title “Divine Ludovico.” 

Petrarch, the idolized Italian poet of the 
14th century, “made 44 alterations in a 
single verse,” 

Sarah K. Bolton, in her admirable biog- 
raphy, quotes the assertion of the Director 
of the uvre at Paris concerning Rosa 
Bonheur, whom all the world knows, “I 
һауе never seen an example of such appli- 
cation and such ardor for work.” 

Is there any parallel between the child 
Rosa ciad in calico, “eating with an iron 
ероов from a tin mug,” and Rosa Bonheur, 
the Horse Fair Artist? Whence came the 
transition? Нег poverty was certainly not 
an element of strength, but rather her sub- 
nê indifference to its limitations. Said 
she: 

“I wed art; it is my husband, my world, 
my life, my dream, the air I breathe; I 
know nothing else, feel nothing else, think 
nothing else. I felt the power within me to 
paint, J cultivated it.” 

It was this self-knowledge that enabled 
her to scale otherwise inaccessible heights. 
It was this that sustained the weary body 
in those lonely altitudes when the food 
supply was reduced to sheep's milk ог roast- 
ed кор» This, too, was her shield against 
possible rudeness when she sat upon hay- 
stacks among the butchers, sketching the 
death scenes of the slaughter pens in the 
Parisian suburbs. Why should not Eng- 
land рау 40,000 francs for “The Horse 
Fair,” or “A View in the Pyrenees"? Why 
should not Landseer say of “The Horse 
Fair,” “It surpasses me, though it is hard 
to be beaten by a woman!” This is the 
tribute paid The Genius, Perseyerance, by 
all lands, and all peoples, in all ages. y

“This is a high price for the work of a 
few hours,” said a purchaser of Sir Joshua 
Reynolds.

So large a part of the Brotherhood work lies in the Healing Ministry, 
and there are so many who need light and help as to the overcoming of 
disease, that in this article, dear Brothers, we will give you a few sugges- 
tions on how to treat Consumption. 

We know a number of cases given up by physicians who have been 
healed by this method. There is no reason why it should net help not only 
those who have the difficulty to overcome in themselves, but those who are 
seeking to help others. 

In the first place, put aside all fear; put out of the mind completely 
the picture of the disease. See yourself as perfectly whole. Take plenty of 
exercise in the fresh, sunny air, and be especially careful to eat regularly. 
Above all else in the way of physical exercise make a practice of taking 
long, full breaths. Do not over-fatigue yourself, however, but take a few, 
say, seven to ten, and then rest. We would suggest that you practice the 
seven to ten breaths in the early morning, then at eleven o’clock, then at 
two and at four. It is not well to inhale the night air nor to take these 
inhalations in foggy or stormy weather. Inhale with the thought of 
Omnipotent, and exhale with the thought of Life. This will give the 
rhythm and regularity to the breathing which is necessary. 

In addition to this, begin by gently practicing various physical exer- 
cises, such as lifting the arms gradually as high as possible, then lowering 
slowly, then swinging the arms, then swinging the legs, then bending and 
rotating the body slowly. Be very careful in all these not to get over-tired. 
The very minute that you feel too fatigued to proceed, stop and rest. It 
is better to exercise frequently with sufficient rest between than to exercise 
too long at a time. 

Be careful of your diet, in so far as to make it simple, well-cooked and 
nutritious, plenty of milk, cereals, fruit, vegetables and mostly coarse 
bread. See to it that all functions of the body are regularly and properly 
performed. 

This, you see, is making the bodily conditions as harmonious as possible 
and enabling the body, as an instrument, to carry out the edicts of the 
mind. On the same principle that we must keep our windows clean if we 
want the full measure of sunlight, we must keep our body in as good con- 
dition as possible by treating it with respect and thoughtfulness, giving it 
what common sense and hygienic laws dictate, if we want it to give us 
good service. 

Have a good circulation of air in your sleeping room and living rooms. 
Do not be afraid of the air. Think of it as an especial gift, the very essence 
of life itself. Some have spoken of the air as God's breath, and surely no 
more beautiful symbol could be given of that life-giving potency than this 
of the clear, fresh air, freighted as it is, when coming from the mountains 
and fields, the piney woods and the ocean spray, with all that these con- 
tribute of re-creating forces. 

Do not be afraid, then, of the air. Not even the cold air. Some of the 
most successful Sanitariums for the cure of Consumption are in the highest 
habitable regions of the Alps and the mountains of Southern Europe. The 
one remedy of these Sanitariums is the breathing in of the cold, fresh air. 
However this may be, the fact remains, the air is one of the greatest me- 
diums through which God reveals His power, and it is certainly one of His 
most magnificent gifts. Put away all fear of it, then. The fear is more 
harmful than anything else, whether as regards Consumption or any other 
disease. The wise Emerson has said truly: “God does not make Himself 
manifest to cowards.” Think deeply upon this and you will find it true, 
not because God is not manifesting, but because the fear-dimmed eyes 
cannot see the manifestation. Be strong in courage to take every good 
thing which is for your well-being. Fear nothing, eat, drink, sleep and live 
to the glory of God. 

The mental attitude should not only be cheerful, happy and full of 
positive hope, but maintain as well a continuous feeling of spiritual influx 
from the Divine. A prayerful, joyous praise in the heart will do marvelous 
things to bring about a quick change. Yet more than all this is the con- 
tinuous recognition that in the Spirit is perfect wholeness; that only peace, 
joy and health can be expressed. 

The underlying thought in your mind and the feeling in your heart is 
that the Divine power is inherent within you, that as it gives you breath 
which sustains life, it will enable you to appropriate the re-creating breath, 
or the breath which manifests life in its perfection. When you are taking 
your exercises, walking in the air or sitting in your room, any time and at 
all times, not only think, but SAY—REALIZE that this is true, that you 
are now whole, sound and perfect. The body is but the garment which you 
are wearing. As it needs mending, proceed to mend it by thinking the right 
thoughts. 

Take the air at least every day and devote yourself especially to the 
thinking of all thoughts that are beautiful and inspiring and comforting. 
If you can watch a plant or some unfoldment of vegetation in the garden, 
take time to watch this anfoldment day by day and to meditate upon the 
wonderful power that makes possible the many changes which each day 
brings forth. Meditate much upon these processes of nature and the power 
that is back of them, then relate yourself to the One Law which is back of 
every process in your body, just as surely as it is back of all these growing 
things in nature. You will shortly find that your vision is enlarged, your 
perspective is far-reaching, your body does not occupy the whole of your 
horizon.

Wake up with it, eat with it, sleep with it. When you can, occupy yourself 
with pleasant reading matter, pleasant conversations, but NEVER, under 
ANY circumstances, allow yourself or others to talk about your bodily con- 
dition or give it a name. Be sure to be faithful and regular to the breath- 
ing exercises, ESPECIALLY THE DEEP BREATHING OF THE PURE AIR. 

Do not let one day pass without something in the way of this exercise. 
In this way your whole system will become attuned and positive, and throw 
off the e er elements of disease. 

If your friends will also stand by with their в ath 
faith, it will be a very great aid, God be with you. ты?

It has often been said that animals have 
а keen and ‘quick appreciation of anything 
which partakes of a supernatural character 
Whether the whole animal creation are en-

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% HEART TALKS

OW often we hear the phrase, 
thoughtlessly uttered, too, some- 
times: “It takes all kinds of 
people to make a world.” Yes, 
and no matter how queer, how 
erratic or selfish or peculiar 
each one may be who calls forth 

remark, he or she is showing forth 


that 
some stage of the evolution of the immortal 
soul in its wonderful journey toward per- 
fection. 

You may ask: If the divine life is the 
one and only perfect life, and it is that life 
which is manifested in the personality, how 


can there be such incongruities and ap- 
parent deviations from the source? It all 
resolves itself into the old question: What 
is the origin of evil?“ The answer can only 
be that the Divine has given to His children 
free-will and the power to use the gifts of 
life as they choose, and the expression is 
the result of a deflection or a reflection of 
the Divine image. It is а deflection, be- 
cause of the wrong use of the power through 
ignorance or wilfulness in the individual 
life of the person in question or of his 
ancestors and the ancestors of the race. 

Just as the little child must have experi- 
ence before he can develop independence of 
life or action and base his judgment upon 
his experience, so the soul, having been put 
upon the earth for the learning of certain 
things, must learn them through. personal 
experience, If it makes a mistake, either 
wilfully or ignorantly, there is a deflection 
which expresses itself in the body, mind and 
character. many are the lessons to 
be learned, so minute are the progressive 
steps, so infinite in variety are the experi- 
ences, that ages and ages, are required for 
the evolution into even what is called the 
state of civilization. As each individual 
has his freedom, both to choose and to use 
his will and opportunity, he not only fas- 
tens upon himself the deflection caused by 
every mistake of his own, but is more or 
less subject to the mistakes and consequent 
deflections of the race. 

So these whom you call “the all kinds of 
people” are those in whom deflections are 
emphasized, and who. for the time being, 
seem obliged to spend the force of such 
emphasis in their eccentricities and by their 
extremes in any one direction. They are 
more rapidly speeding to the end of such 
defiection because of their very absorption 
in that particular phase of consciousness. 

We say of an insane person, “He is men- 
tally unbalanced,” meaning thereby that he 
has not that fine judgment faculty which 
ables him to weigh, compare and prop- 
erly relate the phenomena of life. We say 
of the drunkard, “He is losing his grip 
upon himself,” and we mean that his appe- 
tite for drink causes him to go to excess in 
isfying it. He may be brilliant, pos- 
sessing a splendid business, a beautiful and 
beloved family, yet when he becomes. so 
absorbed in his passion for drink he for- 
gets everything else, He goes rapidly down- 
ward until everything is lost and he a 
mumbling sot in the gutter. We say of the 
one who is an extremist on one idea, who 
advocates most radical measures and would 
overturn all conventional and conservative 
modes and methods of social life, “He is a 
erank.” 

All these are examples of the deflection 
which has its origin either іп а near or ге- 
mote past of that soul's experience. The 
very excess shows the rapidly approaching 
end of that particular mistake or delusion. 
x0d’s methods throughout all nature re 
veal the law of liberty; liberty which is so 
beautifully illustrated in the parable of the 
Prodigal Son, that story which, through all 
the ages past and to come, reveals the re- 
deeming power of love. We may not be 
able to say at the present stage of our evo- 
lution: Give the insane man his liberty. 
let him do what he will and express in 
whatsoever way his impulse leads him, the 
mania that possesses him.” 

No; at present we must have some pro- 
tection. ‘Therefore, asylums must be en- 
dured (though God speed the day when 
they be unnecessary): We may not say of 
the drunkard: “Let him go. Remove the 
moral stigma of his degradation, give him 
his perfect liberty to drink anywhere and 
everywhere.” 


Хо: for the protection of his family and 
the elevation of the moral standards which 
the world so sadly needs, we must in all 

rays expedient lessen his opportunities for 

indulgence and place him under moral re- 
straint. We may not say of the crank, 
providing his radical ideas lead to anarch- 
ism or serious interference of public wel- 
fare: “Let him go to an extreme, let him 
say and do what he will to promulgate his 
queer and one-sided idea.” 

On the contrary, when his excess of en- 
thusiasm makes him harmful го the com- 
munity, һе must be suppressed. 

Yet there is one thing we may do. you 
and I, for all those whose deflections make 
them queer or dangerous. We сап think 
kindly and charitably of them. We can 
have that forgiving attitude, that far-reach- 
ing and God-like view, which Divine char- 
ity alone can give, which will enable us to 
say: “I һауе no condemnation for him or 
her; [ will be kind and considerate always; 
I will think of him as one who is soon to 
awaken and come to his own, the reflection 
of his true, beautiful, God-like self.“ This 
will be a veritable help to him, and пої 
only to him? but to ourselves. This -уегу 
thought of kindly consideration will be 
soothing and comforting to his spirit, even 
though he never knows whence ії comes. 
The time of his awakening will come sooner 
through the potency of these Christ-like 
thoughts of him.

MMA CALVE has long heen 
recognized as an earnest student 
of psychological lore. Through 
her interest in the circle of oc- 
cultism she has been admitted to 
the presence of Egypt's most fa- 
mous seers, She herself is partly 

Egyptian. Not only has she followed the 

occult in Oriental lands, where it is devel- 

oped to the highest degree, but she keeps 
in touch with it wherever she goes. During 
her visit to America this last year, the 
writer interviewed the famous prima donna, 
and during the hours spent, learned many 
interesting things and had new lights 
thrown upon an old subject. Without the 
interruption of the interlocutor, I will pre- 
sent Mme. Calve's statement as she chatted 
upon her favorite topic. 
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“Tt is quite true that I am а worshipper 
at the shrine of occultism. The knowledge 
I һауе gained has made me untiring in 
my efforts to further understand the 
great unknown forces of the Universe. 
In fact, my trip to Egypt last year was 
made for no other purpose than to wrest, 
if I could, the secrets of so-called magie 
from those sphinx-like custodians of an- 
cient lore, the high priests of Egypt, 
That I was partially successful in my at- 
tempts is due, perhaps. to the fact that 
а «гор of Egyptian blood flows in my 
veins, that in a sense I аш опе of them; 
and then, too, І am also accredited with 
a very high degree of psychie power- 
These two, together with my overpower- 
ing desire for knowledge, admitted me to 
the presence of Egypt's famous seers, 
and was the means of my initiation into 
the sacred sanctuary of which even the 
name is withheld from the outside world, 
Magic?—the word is not in the vocabn- 
lary of the seer. Mysticism is mysticism 
only to those who have not searched. 
The phenomenon called by that term is 
only the natural force of Nature ap- 
plied, and is brought to light as a result 
of scientific research. When же по 
longer marvel at haunted houses, when 
we reject the silly, childish fear of a 
dead body; in fact, when we try to rise 
above the ignorance manifested by nine- 
tenths of the world's people, and we 
reach out for knowledge, then, by force 
of desire, we gradually come to grasp 
and understand the natural law. 

“Clairvoyance, ¢clairandience, thought 
telepathy or telegraphy, and various 
phases of mediumship, are only ordinary, 
and I might say the primal result of, 
scientific investigation. As children we 
have the natural function developed in 
like degree with the other senses of sight, 
taste, hearing, ete. It is a common say- 
ing that a baby has intuition; as the years 
come, the above-named faculties of sight, 
hearing, ete., are developed. The mother 
does everything in her power to induce the 
growth of the five senses, while the sixth, 
that of mind power, psychometry or intui- 
tion, Ҥ you will, is utterly neglected, апа 
like a hand or foot which, bound for a year 
in tight bandages, would be useless, so do 
we lose the faculty of the sixth sense by 
lack of use. What the scientific investi- 
gators are trying to do now is to simply 
recall and to develop the lost faculty. How- 
ever, I haye retained some of my natural 
heritage, and the ordinary uses of the sixth 
sense are mine. Тһе more intricate phases 
of psychology, in which I am at present 
much interested, is that of dematerializa- 
tion, or of the power to project the едо or 
astral from a material body. To fly through 
space, as it were, to come and go, using the 
material self or body simply as a domicile 
or temporary home for the ego. 

“The psychical sciences have in this last 
decade made most wonderful strides, and 
the benefits which humanity owes to_the 
discoveries are too many to estimate. Psy- 
chical phenomena are no longer a question 
of self-deception, of hallucination. | Those 
who would deny (һе reality of such must 
confront a multitude of our most capable 
men of science, who are individuals un- 
hampered by creeds, Psychometry ін, per- 
haps, the most universal development of 


this natural foree or power of intuition. 
We are all constantly leaving the impress 
of our character upon everything we touch 
--а magnetism, a psychic force constantly 
exudes from us. The very air around us 
is impregnated, and a sensitive or developed 
psychic can unerringly tell before seeing 
the person, his or her characteristics, and 
whether his or her life be a good or a bad 
one, The magnetism our foot leaves upon 
the ground gives the clew to our dog who 
follows us, лз more tangible characteristics 
of our life allow our friends to read us. 
We are surrounded by a sensitive vapor, 
and when we meet each other as strangers, 
we unconsciously and silently take esti- 
mates and impressions which develop into 
either mutual congeniality or antagonism. 
“Another unrecognized power, and one 
which is, except in a circle of science, al- 
most unknown. is the force of hypnotism. 
Yet, by its aid, there remains little in the

realm of psychology that cannot be accom- 
plished, It is a well-known fact that hyp- 
notic suggestion is a force more strong 
than drugs in all maladies over which the 
mind dominates. But aside from its medic- 
inal value, it proves more readily than any 
other known force that the astral can be 
separated from the material, and has the 
power, after an absence, to return to earth. 
That this is not really a statement, but ‘a 
roved fact, I myself can bear testimony. 

ог the benefit of investigators іп this line 
of thought I will cite an instance which 
took place in Paris one year ago, myself 
being the subject: Before the organization 
of the International Society of Psychical 
Research, now centred in Paris, a few of 
the charter members were in the custom 
of mecting and discussing these questions 
of universal interest in the home of Camille 
Flammarion. an astronomer and psycholo- 
gist of world-wide reputation. Among those 
who attended were Dr. Eucausse, the occult 
writer, who could be better recognized by 
his pseudonym ‘Papus, and the Count de 
Rochas, the administrator of the Polytech- 
піс School of France. the greatest school 
of naval engineering in the world. I give 
the professions of these men that all may 
know that they were men of high authority 
and standing in their country, and that 
those meetings were held strictly for scien- 
tific investigation, and were not what is 
commonly known in this land of America 
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ав ‘seances. Upon request of Mrs. Flam- 
marion, who was also present, I submitted 
myself as а subject, and by Count de 
Rochas, who is an ardent exponent of the 
varying phases of hypnotism, was magnet- 
ized, or hypnotized. By the testimony of 
those present, Ъ soon entered into a state 
of deep catalepsy, my physical body being 
entirely insensible to feeling. Тһе soul, or 
ego, had separated from the material, but 
still remained and spoke in a voice recog- 
nized as my own, saying that І was very 
happy to be released. When it was thought 
advisable to recall me, I protested and re- 
fused to respond to the most earnest efforts 
of the hypnotist, and it was only by the 
combined will force of all present that I 
returned to the material Боду, Тһе theory 
which Count de Rochas puts forth, after 
ten years’ investigation. is that a subject 
under hypnotic influence can exteriorize the 
astral body, make it depart a certain dis- 
tance from the material body, and when the 
air is grasped as one would grasp an arm, 
where the astral body is, it will be felt in 
the material or physical. It has been veri- 
fied by eminent seers that the breath of 
this projection, or astral body, carries sen- 
sibility with it. 

“Another instance showing the айуапсе- 
ment of psychology is that of the well- 
known Parisian model, Lina, who, under 
the influence of music, dematerialized. То 
this meeting, which also took place in 
France, іп the residence of М. Gailhard, 
the Director of Grand Opera in Paris, came 
Swami Vivikananda, who is known in 

America; my friend and fellow-student, 

Count de Rochas; Prince Roland Bona- 

parte, Prince Henri d’Orleans, and many 

others whose standing is unquestioned. 

The object of this particular meeting was 

to note the effect of music upon the astral 

body, and to wit if possible, a 

demonstration of dematerialization. 

“For this purpose the Director of the 
Conse vatory of Music brought a book 
containing some very ancient dances, No 
one present had previously heard a note 
of the music, nor had any knowledge of 
the motions which should be shown in 
the dance, This being the case, there 
could be no possibility of mental sugges- 
tion. The girl Lina was chosen particu- 
larly for her grace, for she was physi- 
cally perfect, although deficient of intel- 
lect. However, upon the first chord of 
this music, which was played by M. Paul 
Vidal, Lina, under influence, bezan to 
dance, executing the most graceful moye- 
ments, swayed by the music when gay or 
sad. Finally some one present called for 
the Spanish Habanera, which I, also en- 
chanted by the rhythm, began to sing. 
Upon my joining, Lina, apparently ex- 
alted by the combined symphony of 
sounds, became much excited, and danced 
with even greater abandon, and her poses 
and grace became so ravishingly beauti- 
ful that М. Сарага, who had a camera 
with him for the purpose. caught her in 
some of her most graceful poses. Upon 
the developments of the negatives thus 
made, some astonishing results of dema- 
terialization which our eyes had failed to 
see were found, Through the influence of 
hypnotism and the power of music, Lina 
was discovered by the sensitized plate of 
the camera, which detects what is invis- 
ible to the physical eye, to have partially 
deniaterialized. The anterior portion of her 
body had given forth effluvia, or emanations 
of magnetism, which surrounded her with 
irregular luminous bands, The posterior 
part became so transparent that through it 
could be distinguished the decorations of the 
tapestry in the room. In the second pic- 
ture the emanations given forth condensed 
and farmed into brilliant rays of variable 
density running parallel, the lower one tak- 
ing root in the vital knot or cerebellum. 
By evidence of the camera, the arms en- 
tirely melted into those streams of light 
and the head completely disappeared. 
Count de Rochas afterward made a careful 
examination with a magnifying glass of the 
plates showing the extraordinary results of 
the experiment, but he failed to find any 
imperfection in the negative, and found no 
flaw whatever in the method of photography 
used. The subject. Lina, upon recovering 
her normal state, felt no physical exhaus- 
tion, and aside from a certain Ianguidness. 
was in по way affected. She is alive now and 
follows her profession as a model in Paris. 

“These instances which I have cited are 
but a few of the wonderful experiences I 
have had among earnest investigators of the 
so-called occult. I am not a spiritualist, 
but in psychic phenomena as a result of a 
natural law, the knowledge of which we are 
coming into in all its phases, I unreservedly 
believe.

ВеһазчПаһ of Persia, 
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ХЕ of the great lessons of the 
ages is the need of many-sided 
development, The Greeks un- 
derstood this need, and not only 
chose beauty as the ideal of 
daily life, but described the uni- 

- verse in terms of order, beauty. 
But the tendency of the more spiritual na- 
tions was decidedly narrow in comparison. 
In India the spiritual man became а her- 
mit or monk. All through the Middle Ages 
in Europe the ascetic life prevailed among 
the зрее inclined. ‘The body was de- 
spised, culture was allowed to fall into 
oblivion, and it was only the determined 
effort of the leaders of the Renaissance 
which finally brought about a reform 
through a réturn to the Greek ideal. 

In all ages the noblest Christians have 
tended to one-sidedness. Jixcessive thought 
upon the spiritual world, entire dedication 
to the life of self-sacrifice, tends to bring 
about this result. Even in our day the 
most exemplary Christians are more or less 
ascetic; the possessions of the spirit are 
persistently sought, and the things of the 
flesh are permitted to lapse into ruin. 
From one point of view no career is ғо 
noble as that of the self-sacrificing Chris- 
tian. I would not for a moment under- 
estimate this ideal. But the world has 
gradually reacted from this extreme posi- 
tion, so that to-day very few defend a 
strictly ascetic life. 

Moreover, the Greek spirit has во per- 
sistently worked its way into the Christian 
life that we can no longer call ourselves 
simply Christians. We are assimilating 
Greek life in the Christian spirit. 

The Greek ideal was self-realization, 
rounded proportion, the symmetrical devel- 
opment of all our faculties and powers. 
The Christian ideal, as enunciated by Jesus, 
was love, humility, service. And we are 
learning that there is ultimately no conflict 
between individuality and service. ‘There 
is оо need to mortify the flesh or restrain 
the art impulse. The more broadly culti- 
vated we are, the more skilfal and beautiful, 
the more truly we can кегуе. Іп fact, man 
finds his true self by combining these two 
ideals, the ideals of beauty and of loye. 

The same lesson is tanght by Nature. 
Nature knows no excess. She proceeds by 
slow and easy stages until her products are 
artistically complete. She ін organic; all 
her products are organic, Nothing is com- 
plete in itself. Everything must serve. 
And the grand outcome of this service of 
parts, this co-operation of organs, is at once 
Greek and Christian; it fulfils the ideals of 
beauty and love. 

Thus the ideal of all evolutionary devel- 
opment is many-sidedness, symmetry. As 
we study ourselyes we find that we, too, 
are organic, like Nature as a whole. Our 
being consists of body, reason, conscience, 
the social instinct, the sentiment of wor- 
ship, ete, and reason assures us that we 
must give due time and thought to all of 
these. We must have physical exercise, we 
must feed the intellect, we must be moral, 
we must’ express our affections, serve our 
fellows, and manifest the religious spirit. 
It we attend to all of these our life will be 
sound, beautiful, true, noble. 

Conyersely, if we suffer, if we are dis- 
tressed, miserable and unhappy, we may 
know that we have been guilty of excess. 
Disease is excess. Pain is an expression of 
excess. Its cure із poise, moderation, 
equanimity. Consequently, the remedy for 
every defect is beauty, proportion, organic 
adjustment. 

wirst of all, then, know yourself as a 
rounded being; discover your needs and 
tendencies, 

Second, learn Nature's way of realizing 
the ideals of beauty and love through grad- 
ual evolution; and adjust yourself to Na- 
ture’s pace, remembering that impatience 
is ugliness, 

Finally, call the powers of mind into 
play by calmly yet persistently dwelling 
upon the rounded-out, ideal.  Co-operate 
with Nature in thought. Adjust yourself 
philosophically to all that she aspires to 
achieve through you. Thus shall you learn 
that harmonious lesson which every human 
experience is designed to teach. Thus shall 
you gradually overcome the ills and tor- 
ments of the flesh, the ugliness of thought 
and deed, and the unruly tendencies which 
formerly led you into constant excess.

That's the fatal bullet.“ And the thought 
killed the man who had so stoutly ex- 
pected death. 

Again, in the realm of hypnotism, а 
mental conviction is paramount to fact at 
the time.. L once hypnotized a large, strong 
lady, and convinced her that one end of my 
cane weighed several tons, and that she 
could not possibly raise it from the floor. 
I never saw such physical exertion as the 
lady put forth, but she failed to raise the 
сапе, I once knew a merchant who simu- 
lated the cough of a consumptive; the habit 
speedily developed into real consumption, 
of which he died. These facts are written 
to show that the body is about what the 
mind makes it. 

The mind builds the body, and not the 
body the mind, as has always been asserted. 
А sound mind іт a sound body is a fiat of 
nature, І shall never ¢ease this alarm- 
sounding till the world heeds the necessity 
of observing the value of mind and habit- 
training.

ill following extract from our 
President's speech at Waterville, 
Me., on his recent New England 
tour, has the true ring of Amer- 
ican wisdom in it. He said: 

“There is not a man here who 

does not at times need a help- 
ing hand stretched out toward him. 
Shame upon the man who, when op- 
portunity to help is given, fails to 
stretch out the hand. Help the man who 
stumbles, Help a brother who slips. Set 
him upon his feet. Try to start him along 
the right road. But if he lies down, make 
up your mind you cannot carry him. (Ap- 
piaure-1 If he won't try to walk himself, 
ıe is not worth carrying. ‘That is so 
among your neighbors; that is so in your 
families. 

“Every father of a large family — and 
being an old-fashioned man, I believe in 
large families—knows that if he has to do 
well by his children he must try to make 
them do well by themselves. 

Now. haven't you in your own experi- 
ence known men—and I am sorry to say 
even more often, women-—-who think that 
they are doing a favor to their children 
when they shield them from any effort? 
When they let the girls sit at ease and read 
while the mother does all the housework? 
Don't you know cases like that? I do, 
yes; when a boy will be brought up to be 
very ornamental and not useful? Don't 
you know that, too? Exactly. 

“Now those are not good fathers and 
mothers. They are foolish fathers and 
mothers. They are not being kind, they 
are simply being silly. That's all. 

“It is not any good that you do your 
son or your daughter by teaching him or 
her how to shirk difficulties; you do him 
or her good only if you teach him or her to 
face difficulties, and by facing them to over- 
come them. Isn't that true? Don't you 
know it to be so in your own families? 
Well, it is just so on a larger scale іп the 
State. 

“The only way by which, in the long run, 
any man can be helped is by teaching him 
to help himself. Of course there may come 
sudden cataclysms where you have got to 
extend help with a free hand. ‘Fhinking 
only of the immediate need, vot of the ulti- 
mate results. Of course, new conditions 
will arise here and there, especially in the 
complex industrial life of great cities, 
where you must shape the legisiation of the 
country on a new basis to meet the new 
conditions. 

“But fundamentally it is true that the 
only permanent betterment in the condition 
of any nation is to better the standards of 
individual citizenship throughout that na- 
tion.” 


If we believe that God, the author of our 
being, is without and not within; that mind 
and sonl are two widely different posses- 
sions; that God is personal and paternal 
rather than essential and impersonal, the 
above proposition is still incontrovertible. 
Because, to maintain that the brain origi- 
nates Thought is to maintain that Thought 
is impossible without brain. To maintain 
that Thought is impossible without brain is 
either to deny God the power to think, or 
to bestow upon the ruler of the Universe a 
human brain with which to do his thinking 
—both of which subsidiary propositions are 
obviously nonsensical, To say that God 
thinks in ways beyond our comprehension 
is only begging the question.

The probability 
is that this Cloud-man is spherical in form. 
Не is a Thought-balloon. Не assumes this 
form for ease in travelling, and also be-

On that Sunday morning Miss В and 
three of the young ladies from her hall were on 
their way to the cricket ground, when they 
were met by a messenger from the telegraph 
office. Twice before since she had come to 
the school had Miss B received startlin 
messages—one calling her to the deathbed o 
her mother and the other summoning her to a 
case of typhoid fever, which threatened to 


take away her only sister.” Influenced by a 
German superstition, that All-e gut-e ding-e 
sind drei; all-e bas-e ding-e sind drei,” she had 
always awaited that third ominous telegram, 
So, with forebodings of danger, she now tore 
open the envelope and read; “Burned ont 
last night, between nine and ten o'clock, but 
all safe.”

On the ordinary intellect 
such experiences have little weight, but with 
the thinking mind each one adds another link 
to the chain of evidence that being daily 
brought to bear upon the ү гет and influence 
of mental telegraphy. Is it a God-given 
faculty? 15 it possessed by all in like degree? 
If so, why are its manifestations not more 
frequent? Science and philosophy have ac- 
complished much in the way of collection of 
facts, investigation of influences and solution 
of mysteries, but much remains to be done 
that will assist the intellect in the interpre- 
tation of those hidden laws which unconscious- 
ly control the mind's actions. 

Mental telegraph. messages are by no means 
rare or unusual. Two days before the assas- 
sination of our martyred President a well- 
known literary man of New York City (one 
of his works was the Life of McKinley) was 
in such a state of nervo.s depression as to 
make him restless and miserable. He men- 
tioned his condition to a doctor friend, who 
asked him if he were ill. It afterward trans- 
pired that the doctor (though a man of won- 
derful health himself) was affected similarly, 
And no doubt from what was learned after- 
ward through the press and from scattered 
conversation tens of thousands suffered in the 
same way; the impending national calamity 
casting a gloom over the entire country. 

The literary man referred to, on the after- 
noon of the assassination, left for his daugh- 
ter's residence in the country. But here, as 
the fatal hour drew nigh, his inexplicable feel- 
ing of unrest grew upon him—the more so as 
pictures of William McKinley and his suc- 
cessor, President Roosevelt, were in the room 
where he was engaged writing some letters, 
Time and again his eyes involuntarily sought 
our martyred President’s face, and, do as he 
might, that kind, sad face had an awful fas- 
cination for him. In the end a feeling of suf- 
tion seemed to clutch his heart—ithis 
within a few minutes of the murderous act! He 
could quietly stand the strain on his nerves 
no longer. Feeling as though ‘somethin 
very dreadful had happened, he arose anc 
left the house. On his return he received a 
shocking verification of his strange unrest in 
the news that William McKinley had been 
sinated!

A smile 
helps the world more than а frown, and the 
good nature which ignores the unpleasant 
and dwells only on the agreeable is a Chris- 
tian virtue which is as charming as, it is 
rare. 

The clear injunction of religion is to find 
the good in our neighbors and not to mag- 
nifş their failings. We may laugh at ti 
follies or look with scorn on their we 
nesses, but who knows what we ourselves 
would do under like circumstances? We 
are not so strong that we can thank God 
as the poor Fharisee did, that we are not 
like other men. If we are really strong the 
best way te show our strength is to help 
those who have fallen by the way rather 
than spread the news of their failure, as 
though we stood on a higher and safer level. 
Trae religion, the only kind worth having, 
not only prays that “from all uncharitable- 
ness, good Lord, deliver us,” but co-operates 
with the Lord in the accomplishment of the 
task. 

A legend is told of Jesus which illus- 
trates my point. He was standing in a 
group who were looking at a dead dog. 
басһ spectator had something hard and 
cruel on his lips, but at last a gentle voice 
was heard, saying, “He had very white 
teeth!’ It was perhaps the only thing that 
could be said of a favorable nature, and it 
was the only thing He cared to say. It was 
a rebuke not to be easily forgotten, and the 
men in the group silently stole away, won- 
dering at themselves and at Him. 

You deceive yourself if you think you are 
religious and still indulge in uncharity. I 
would rather be poor Abou Ben Adhem, 
who cared nothing for Christ, but wanted to 
be classed as one “who loves his fellow 
men,” than so wretched a Christian that 
he could cherish a secret delight in the 
faults of others. Religion is either the most 
practical and useful thing іп the world, or 
it counts for nothing—the theory of a day, 
to be abandoned on the morrow. And it 
proves its mettle when it demands a gener- 
ous and charitable jadgment and will ac- 
cept no excuse if you һауе it not. There 
never yet was human soul so debased that 
the angels could not kindle а divine and 
purging flame in it. In the basest creature 
that lives there are possibilities of excel- 
lence which cannot be calculated, and your 
word of censure, your scorn and disdain, 
your repetition of an evil rumor. may 
quench that flame in its feeble beginnings. 

There is but one wholesome rule to fol- 
low. It is the dictate of honor and of the 
consciousness that even you need to be 
judged kindly. It is never to spread an in- 
jurions story, for your own sake, for his 
sake, for the sake of all concerned. No 
bitterness of spirit and no bitterness of 
criticism. Look for the good and speak of 
it freely, but be blind to the faults of others 
ns you would have them blind to yours, 
The Christ loved justice, but He was al- 
ways merciful. So you may love the truth, 
but if vou cannot help, see to it that you 
do not hurt. А silent tongue sometimes 
shows a consecrated heart.—George H.

How to Acquire Knowl- 
edge 


WE аге perfectly amazed at times at the 
amount of splendid literary effort pat forth 
by one tireless worker in the ever-varying 
field of American journalism. We refer to 
Ella Wheeler Wilcox. Nothing that tends 
to the betterment of humanity seems to 
escape her observant eye or her loving 
heart. No work is too arduous for this re- 
markable woman. Her tender sympathy 
with the weak and suffering makes ber at 
all times the champion of the oppressed 
and the unfortunate. The following helpful 
article is taken from The New York Jour- 
nal: 

The first step to acquire knowledge is 
very simple, writes Mrs. Wilcox. It is 50 
simple and requires so little time that very 
few people are willing to take it. ‘The ma- 
jority of us like to be set down seemingly 
impossible tasks. We have an idea that bad- 
tasting medicines cure diseases, and that 
progress comes through the unusual and the 
marvellous, rather than through silence and 
repose. а 

To obtain the knowledge of which" I 
speak, begin with five minutes in the morn- 
ing and five minutes at night. Take a 
comfortable chair, in a quiet room, where 
you can be entirely alone. Choose as nearly 
as possible the same time, the same room 
and chair each дау, yet if you аге travel- 
ing do not be deterred from your exercises 
by change of location. 

Sit upright, with the head, hips and 
shoulders in a line. 

Inhale deeply, letting your chest and ab- 
domen inflate with fresh air. Count seven. 
Exhale and let your chest and abdomen 
contract. Continne this exercise for two or 
three moments. 

As you inhale say mentally that you are 
drawing in with each one of the seven 
breaths а principle. For instance, love, 
health, usefulness, goodness, wisdom, suc- 
cess, opulence. 

As you exhale think that all belief іп 
pain, poverty, ignorance, hatred and fail- 
ure are leaving you. Instead of mentioning 
these things, use the word “freedom” as 
you exhaie—meaning that you are freeing 
yourself from everything unworthy. 

Use the last three minutes of the five in 
sitting quiet, with closed eyes, and imagin- 
ing that you are a human battery being 
charged with divine currents. Be as pass- 
ive as possible—just abandon yourself to 
God's care for two minutes, with no con- 
cern of mind, 

Then proceed about the business of the 
day, and live a natural life. Remember, 
however, that you have inhaled love, health, 
wisdom, usefulness, goodness, success and 
opulence, and that you must not allow your 
mind to dwell on the opposite qualities, 
which you discarded in exhaling. 

If you have formed a habit of despondent 
thinking you cannot change it in a mo- 
ment, ог a day, but if you practice this 
exercise morning and night you will find 
cheerfulness and mental and spiritual poise 
coming to you after a week or two. Every- 
thing will seem brighter. Of course, there 
are additional exercises which will help 
you, if you care to make greater progress. 
But we are all so busy in this age, we have 
not the time to give—or we think we have 
not. If we really take the time and persist 
in it, however, this line of development will 
help us to achieve tenfold what we would

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An Experience іп Diet 


My diet consists of three meals а day, 
and all the same: one (or two, if small) 
apple, one orange, опе tomato, three French 
plums (those in glass bottles), a handful 
of Chilian raisins (dried in the sun and 
therefore better than those subjected to arti- 
nel heat), one or two walnuts, three large 
almonds and two eggcupfuls of Italian 
pine kernels (a small oblong soft nut, very 
oily). I discard all skins (except the wal- 
nuts’) and all seeds, I eat the nuts with 
the fruits and take acid and sweet alter- 
nately. On this diet 1 can go from 2 to 10 
р. m. (sometimes taking a small cup of 
cocoa between), speak for three or four 
hours and walk some miles, and not feel 
exhausted at the end of that time. ‘The nuts 
supply the solid fat so necessary to sustain 
life; indeed, І believe that it is the sus- 
tainer of life. Fat of meat is the only 
other solid fat, and that is so often disease 


itself. І find this diet makes the voice 
strong and full, prevents any feeling of 
cold, enables me to walk long distances, 


speak for hours and go long intervals with- 
out food, and get no more exhaustion than a 
night's rest will correct. 

if circumstances render it necessary, I 
take whatever food is at hand, but always 
find that the “natural (uncooked) diet” of 
fruit and nuts supplies my needs much the 
best; without it, I flag again in a few 
days. I am afraid my letter will not be of 
any great assistance to others in choosing a 
diet for themselves, but perhaps it will help 
to convince some that they should find out 
the properties of various foods, so that they 
may not be over-feeding the muscles, when 
doing mostly brain work, and vice versa. 
Apples are food, oranges for thirst, raisins 


for stimulant, tomatoes act on the liver, 
French plums strengthen, walnuts give 


Stay.“ almonds are the highest brain and 
nerve food (too many will cause skin erup- 
tions), and the pine kernels take the place 
of bread and of meat, too; so far I know,

God answered him, “1 have suffered 
him these hundred years, although he dis- 
honored me; and couldst thou not endure 
him one night, when he gave thee no trouble?” 
Upon this, saith the story, Abraham fetched 
him back again, and gave him hospitable en- 
tertainment and wise mstruction.

How Keep the Course? 


AT sea, each clear day at exactly noon, 
the navigating officer of every ship stands 
on its deck, sextant in hand, to take an ob- 
servation of the sun, in order to determine 
the latitude in which he is sailing; then he 
Е0ев to his cabin and works out his position 
on the chart, Sometimes for days the sun 
is hidden and the course must be calculated 
by “dead reckoning,” on the basis of the 
Speed as shown by the log, the known ocean 
currents, and the direetion sailed. Then, 
when the sun shines out again, the error is 
corrected. < 

Some captains are so skillful that at the 
end of a week or more of stormy weather 
the error will be inappreciable: others will 
be off their course in a single day; but the 
most skillful will not omit the daily obser- 
vation, if the sky permits its being taken. 

Christ is our Sun. The Scriptures and 
prayers are both sextant and chart, and in 
Sailing on the great sea of life we need the 
daily observation that we may keep steady 
on our course toward the Heavenly harbor. 
We are not left to drift at the mercy of the 
Winds and waves and currents, or to sail by 
guesswork past the rocks and shoals. Theré 
are no days when our Sun need be obscured, 
or when the sextant and the chart may not 
be used.

After food is masticated and mixed with 
saliva, swallowed and in the stomach, that 
great solvent, the gastric juice, reduces it to 
chyme, which is passed on to the duodenum to 
be mingled with the bile and other fluids 
Then the innutritious portion is partially s 1 
arated, to be completed іп intestinal 
canal, the surface of which is studded with 
innumerable lacteals, absorbing the chyle to 
be carried into a series of glands for still fur- 
ther change, and then finally conveyed by the 
thoracic duct, which ends iñ a large vein 
carrying а current of blood direct to the right 
side of the heart, prior to being transmitted 
to the lungs. But it is not yet blood, for it 
has not been sanguified, the air being neces- 
sary for that. Thus the chyle is brought in 
the lungs into contact with and is acted upon 
by the air there, imparting a vital principle 
Without which the body could not be sus- 
tained. 

Every three seconds the blood requires 2 
fresh supply of oxygen, and the whole system 
would suffer without it. Indeed, exclusion 
of atmospheric air from the lungs for the space 
of three minutes will generally cause the death 
of the individual. Many people are con- 
stantly excluding a part of this pure vital air, 
which they require, and inhaling in its place 
ише air containing carbonic acid. 

Ibserve the contrasting effects of whole- 
some or unwholesome diet in persons accus- 
tomed to one or the other, and see the differ- 
ence between those who habitually breathe 
unwholesome, tainted air—too ignorant to 
discern its impunity, or to remedy it it known 
and those who continually respire in a well- 
ventilated atmosphere; and mark the in- 
creased vigor, elasticity and comfort of body 
and mind imparted the latter. 

There can be no doubt that impure air in- 
jures health, ‘shortens life, induces disease and 

ath. And yet discomfort, ill-health, dis- 
and premature mortality is permitted by 
or through the ignorance and neglect of the 
value of the simplest aid to good health—pure 
air.— E. Howard, M.D., in Our Home Rights.

The 
difference is that of being safely on board 
а great steamer when wind and wave are 
tempest-tossed, or of being helpless in the 
raging waters. Тһе storm may be precisely 
the same; the tempest may rage as it will, 
but safe and secure in the cabin or state- 
room, the voyager does not mind its fury. 
And truly may this analogy be held in life. 
Tt is possible to emerge from the winds and 
Waves; to enter so entirely into the sense 
of security in the Divine; to hold so abso- 
lutely the faith in the Divine leading, that 
even in the midst of trial and loss and de- 
privation and sorrow, one shall come to 
know, through his own experience, that 
“the soul is ceaselessly joyful.” For it is 
one thing to accept a truth theoretically, or 
believe it intuitively, and another to prove 
it throngh experience that shall test the 
quality of faith and conviction. Learning 
this supreme truth of life through outward 
experiences as well as through inner reve- 
lation is a victory of the will that may 
even make itself an epoch, a landmark, in 
spiritual progress. 

One of the great discourses of Phillips 
Brooks had for its theme the lesson of not 
laying too much stress on the recognition of 
one’s motives or on any return of sympa- 
thetic consideration, ‘Let me not think,” 
said Dr. Brooks, “that І get nothing from 
the man who misunderstands all my at- 
tempts to serve him and who scorns me 
when I know that 1 deserve his sympathy. 
Ah! it would be sad enough if only the men 
who understood us and were grateful to us 
when we gave ourselves to them had help to 
xive us in return. The good reformer whom 
you try to help in his reform, and who 
turns off from you contemptuously because 
he distrusts you, seeing that your ways are 
different from his, he does not make you 
happy—he makes you unhappy; but he 
makes you good, he leads you to a truer 
insight, a more profound unselfishness. 
And so (it is the old lesson), not until 
goodness becomes the one thing that you 
desire, not until you gauge all growth and 
gain by that, not until then can you really 
know that the law has worked, the promise 
has been fulfilled. With what measyre you 
gave yourself to him, he has given himself 

-the heart of himself, which is not his 
favor, not his love, but his goodness, the 
real heart of himself to you. For the rest 
you can easily wait until you both come to 
the better world, where misconceptions

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President Roosevelt as 
a Moralist 


In his public utterances our President is 
singularly happy in the excellent homilies 
he delivers. In a simple and unaffected 
way he clearly shows us the primary duties 
of life and good citizenship. То read his 
sayings опе can see that in many instances 
he vibrates with what is known as the 
Higher Thought. We here present some of 
his sayings as given to the New England 
people in his recent tour there: 

“In the long run, the only kind of help 
that really avails is the help which teaches 
a man to help himself. Such help every 
man who has been blessed in life should try 
to give to those who are less fortunate, and 
such help can be accepted with entire seif- 
respect. 

“The aim to set before ourselves in try- 
ing to aid one another is to give that aid 
under conditions which will harm no man's 
self-respect and which will teach the less 
fortunate how to help themselves as their 
stronger brothers do. To give such aid, it 
is necessary not only to possess the right 
kind of heart, but also the right kind of 
head. 


“Hardness of heart is a dreadful quality, 
but it is doubtful whether, in the long run, 
it works more damage than softness of 
head. At any rate, both are undesirable. 

“The pre-requisite to doing good work in 
the field of philanthropy—in the field of 
sovial effort, undertaken with one’s fellows 
for the common good, is that it shall be 
undertaken in a spirit of broad sanity no 
less than of broad and loving charity. 

“The other day I picked up a little book 
called The Simple Life,’ written by Charles 
Wagner, and he preaches such wholesome 
sound doctrine that I wish it could be used 
as a tract throughout our country. 

“To him the whole problem of our com- 
plex, somewhat feverish modern life can be 
solved only by getting men and women to 
lead better lives. He sees that the perma- 
nence of liberty and democracy depends 
upon а majority of the people being stead- 
fast in morality and in that good, plain 
sensé which as a national attribute comes 
only as the result of the slow and painful 
labor of centuries, and which can be squan- 
dered in a generation by the thoughtless 
and vicious. 


“He preaches the doctrine of the superi- 
ority of the moral to the material. He 
does not undervalue the material, but he 
insists, as we of this nation should always 
insist, upon the infinite superiority of the 
moral and the sordid destruction which 
comes upon either the nation or the indi- 
vidual if it or he becomes absorbed only in 
the desire to get wealth, 


“The true line of cleavage lies between 
the good citizen and the bad citizen: and 
the line of cleavage may, and often does, 
run at right angles to that which divides 
the rich and the poor. The signs of virtue 
lie in man's capacity to care for what ік 
outside himself. The man who gives him- 
self up to the service of his appetites, the 
man who the more goods he has the more 
he wants, has surrendered himself to de- 
struction. 


“It makes little difference whether he 
achieves his purpose or not. If his point 
of view is all wrong, he is a bad citizen, 
whether he be rich or poor. It is a small 
matter to the community whether іп ar- 
rogance or insolence he has misused great 
wealth, or whether though poor he is pos- 
sessed by the niean and fierce desire to seize 
a morsel, the biggest possible, of that prey 
which the fortunate of earth consume. 

“The man who lives simply, and justly 
and honorably, whether rich or poor, is a 
good citizen. Those who dream only of 
idleness and pleasure, who hate others and 
fail to recognize the duty of each man to 
his brother, these, be they rich or poor, are 
the enemies of the State. 

“The misuse of property is опе manifes- 
tation of the same evil spirit which, under 
changed circumstances, denies the right of 
property because this right is in the bands 
of others. In a purely material civiliza- 
tion the bitterness of attack on another's 
possession is only additional proof of the 
extraordinary importance of being regarded 
as a valuable foundation on which happi- 
ness may with wisdom be built, not mis- 
taken for happiness itself, so that material 
prosperity becomes the one standard. 

“Then alike by those who enjoy such 
prosperity in slothful or criminal ease and 
by thore who in no less evil manner rail at, 
envy and long for it, poverty is held to be 
shameful, and money, whether well or ill- 
gotten, to stand for merit. 


“Now all this does not mean condemna- 
tion of progress. It is mere folly to try 
to dig up the dead past, and scant is the 
good that comes from asceticism and re- 
tirement from the world. But let us make 
sure that our progress is in the essentials 
as well as in the incidentals. 

“Material prosperity without the moral 
lift toward righteousness means а dimin- 
ished capacity for happiness and a debased 
character. The worth of a civilization is 
the worth of the man at its centre. When 
this man lacks moral rectitude, material 
progress only makes bad worse and social 
problems still darker and more complex.” 


The Gentleman 


TOLERANCE, kindness, consideration for 
others, with love for God and man as the 
motive, will make man gentle. The Rev. 
Frank 5. С. Wicks. of the Unitarian 
Church, recently said: 

“We need to rehabilitate the word ‘gen- 
tleman’ and make it stand for gentleness; 
courtesy of the heart; keen sense of honor; 
self-respect and respect for others; consid- 
eration for all, high and low; superiority 
to class distinctions. Whatever quickens 
our sight into the feelings of others; kind- 
ly, generous sentiments; sympathy and 
kindliness, contribute to the making of a 
gentleman. 


“The gentleman is, first of all, an honor- 
able man. He is keenly sensitive as to the 
feelings of others. and never willingly 
wounds. The gentleman has his convictions, 
end із firm in maintaining them, but wins 
by persuasion and not by emphasis. He 
puts all about him at ease by an unfailing 
tact; he never monopolizes conversation, 
but gives each his share; he interprets all 
he can for the best, and never imputes a 
bad motive when he can find a good one; he 
meets gossip and slander with a dignified 
reserve that chills the tattler; he is chival- 
rous toward the weak; he honors woman- 
hood.“

Defeat of Legislation 
against Christian 
Science 


A BILL. was recently introduced іп the 
Hampshire Legislature for the pur- 
pose of prohibiting the healing of physical 
ailments by Christian Scientists. The meas- 
ure provided that “it shall be unlawful in 
New Hampshire to practise Christian 
Science, faith-cure, mind-healing, or other 
like agencies in curing disease’; and it 
imposed a penalty of $50 for the first öf- 
tense, $100 for the second. It any one still 
further persevered іп violating the law, he 
was to be sent to jail. In ease of death 
due to or hastened by failure to call a 
regular physician, the healer should be 
deemed. guilty of manslaughter 

This drastic measure wis defeated іп the 
House of Representatives by а vote of 70 
to 194, and the general verdict seems to be 
that it deserved this fate, The Concord 
“Daily Patriot” declares: 

“Тһе founder of Christian Science, Rev 
Mary Baker G. Eddy, makes her home іп 
Concord; she has done and is doing much 
for Concord, in everything looking to the 
upbullding of the city and its interests: 
she has been willing to contribute in every 
way that good citizenship can demand or 
expect. 

“The people of Concord who believe with 
her are not proselytizing; they are not 
urging others to accept the things that they 
believe and practise; their mission clearly 
is to do what good they can for their fel- 
low-men; they are all good citizens, peace- 
loving and law-abiding. 

“If there is a healer among them, he is 
not advertising nor proclaiming his powers 
of combating sickness; he is not urging 
others to accept him as their physician; he 
goes when he is called, and only when he 
is called, and surely American men and 
American women are endowed with suffi- 
cient appreciation and intelligence to be 
permitted to select such physical healers as 
their judgment or desires may advise or 
suggest. 5 

“This paper is not advocating the cause 
nor proclaiming the virtues of Christian 
Science, any more than of any other re- 
ligion. It bespeaks for all, at the hands 
of our lawmakers, liberal and just treat- 
ment; the Constitution of the United States 
and the Constitution of every State іп the 
Union recognizes the right of the individual 
to worship God after the dictates of his 
heart and conscience, and any effort on the 
part of religious bigots to interfere with 
this clearly defined right is palpably wrong; 
wrong іп theory, wrong in law, and wrong 
in fact 

“If the believers іп the Roman Catholic 
Church were being discriminated against, 
ог a proposition looking to discrimination 
were proposed in the Legislature, we would 
вау Don't do it.“ If such a bill were di- 
rected against Congregationalists, Metho- 
dists, Baptists, ‘Unitarians, Adventists, 
Wesleyans, or Bpiscopalians, we would say, 
‘Don't do it,’ and when the members of the 
Legislature should refuse to recognize such 
arbitrary measures, we with thousands 
would say, аз we now say, Thank you,’

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Salvation 
By Henry Wood, in the Metaphysical 
Magazine 

HAT shall I do to be saved?“ 
is perhaps the most important 
question that has ever stirred 
the thought of man. Amidst 
all the multiform changes in 
human philosophies and ethi- 
eal and religious standards, 

this problem has always forced itself to the 

front. Its significance has been variable 

and its answers unlike, but it forms the 

very heart and motive of all so-called sys- 

tems of religion. At the present time it 

has lost none of its vital importance. 

With the general decay of the belief in a 
future external and formal judgment, and 
an arbitrary localized heaven or hell as 
reward or punishment, the question, to most 
minds, has lost much of its seriousness and 
unfortunately is lightly regarded. Fifty 
years ago, when the dogmas above noted 
were firmly held, theologians often definite- 
ly divided the community into the “saved 
and the lost.“ But with the almost whole- 
sale absorption of practical universalism 
(or perhaps the doctrine of continuous pro- 
gression). even among orthodox denomina- 
tions, a remarkable change is manifest, Ac- 
tion has been followed by reaction; in other 
words, one extreme has followed the other. 
From a former intense solicitude about 
making one's “calling and election sure,” 
there has come a careless indifference, even 
a prevalent feeling that salvation is largely 
mythical or imaginary. ‘The decay of the 
idea of a mechanical salvation has not yet 
been made good by the growth of an under- 
standing of one that is normal and orderly. 

While ecclesiastical confessions and 
creeds remain officially intact, the actual 
consensus of belief among living. persons 
has undergone a radical change. The aver- 
age orthodox layman of to-day—and the 
case is not much different with clergymen 
—has passed through a mental revolution, 
or at least a revision. The transition has 
taken place by such imperceptible degrees 
that often he is hardly aware of it. ‘The 
banner of his Chureh still floats with every 
star and stripe of the Westminster or some 
similar “confession” Clear and distinet. but 
he himself has radically diverged. Ht may 
not admit such a drawing away, but the 
fact is evident. 

The iconoclastic work undertaken by the 
“liberals” of the early part of the century 
has been nearly or quite accomplished. The 
arbitrary aud legalized concepts of salva- 
tion and retribution which formerly pre- 
vailed are wellnigh swept away. And what 
now ‘remains? A devitalized round of forms 
and ceremonies on the one hand, and a 
large amount of definite and indefinite ag- 
nosticism on the other. Тһе liberals, real- 
izing that the work of pulling down (which 
mainly called them into existence) is about 
accomplished, are casting about for new 
ideals. The old controversies are nearly 
dead, and now some constructive work must 
be found. Unfortunately, the new efforts 
in this line have been largely confined to 
the reaim of humanitarianism on the ma- 
terial plane. This is well, in its place; but 
it is only the lower and more superficial 
part of the work that is waiting for accom- 
plishment. It is much to be regretted that 
the liberal churches, as a rule, find it so 
difficult to direct their energies to the de- 
velopment of the higher and more interior 
planes und potencies of man’s nature. The 
constructive spirituality and unfoldment of 
man, which found such able advocates in 
Channing, Parker, Starr King, and others 
in this country, and in Martinean in Eng- 
land, seem to have but few present exam- 
ples and exponents. 

The Church, both liberal and conserva- 
tive, has been enveloped and permeated by 
the chilling materialism of conventional 
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science. The great aud popular “Djana” 
of the modern world is material progress. 
Humanity in general is looking along this 
line for the summum bonum, even the Gol- 
den Age; but in this way it will never be 
found. ‘There can be по summum bonum 
except general human salvation. What, 
then, is it to be “saved?” In order to an- 
swer this question more intelligently let 
us first consider what it is not. It is not a 
supernatural or abnormal accomplishment, 
More and more the deepest and truest 
thought of the world recognizes the univer- 
sality of the realm of law, There is noth- 
ing capricious, nothing arbitrary. Every 
attainment is a normal growth, and forms 
a link in an endless chain which stretches 
backward and forward indefinitely. | 

Since Professor Drummond, as a pioneer 
among theologians, gave to the world his 
“Natural Law in the Spiritual World,” the 
progress of religious opinion has been rapid. 
That concept of the Deity which likened 
Him to an Oriental Sovereign—capricions, 
and ruling from without—is fading. The 
spiritual realm is within man, and this is 
where God's beautiful and orderly economy 
manifests its activity and finds its expres- 
sion. If a substitutionary atonement bè- 
сате legally necessary on account of a 
“fall of man.“ which was not included in 
his original constitution, it has, so far as 
known, no analogy elsewhere in the uni- 
verse. Any remedial scheme, consisting of 
a purchased release or an artificial severing 
of cause and effect, is plainly against logic, 
reason and justice. It amounts to a tech- 
nical makeshift contrived by an antbropo- 
morphie Deity after the defeat of his orig- 
inal plans. ‘Though greatly modified in the 
present general view, such a “plan of sal- 
vation” remains of life size in the creeds, 
‘tically it is changing from an objec- 
tive, historic, local, and technical event, to 
a subjective, continuous, and universal pro- 
cess, 

A salvation foreign to the primal and 
original order would imply, in the уегу па- 
ture of the cas Divine Есополау subject 
to revision—therefore neither infinite nor 
perfect. What an unworthy ideal! It 
would stamp the eternal Will, Life, Mind, 
and Love with human vacillation. The me- 
chanical view of salvation came from a sup- 
posed Divine government svt up in the hu- 
man consciousness after patterns of Orien- 
tal monarchism and Roman legalism. Such 
a salvation has been so unattractive that its 
reactionary force has filled the world with a 
rank growth of materialism, pessimism and 
atheism. 

But from the evolutionary and optimistic 
point of view—the true one—we must con- 
cede fo past conventional thonght a neces- 
sary place and time, as a stage of progress 
toward something higher. It must be 
passed through; it has, therefore. a kind of 
negative, disciplinary, and educational 
goodness, Nothing is finished; there is a 
continuous becoming. We create things in 
ourselves, or rather іп the mental lenses to 
which we һауе given our-own coloring. 
Yet, as much as ever, we need a real salya- 
tion. From what? From a low, false con- 
sciousness; from the Adamic concept that 
we are bodies; from а slavery to conditions, 
limitations, and negations; from mental 
pictures of evil and its power; from beliefs 
in antagonisms, weaknesses, diseases, and 
adversities; from selfishness, hate, grief and 
fear. These are thought-creations, which, 
if allowed to ripen, bring forth self-made, 
hellish conditions. The immutable Divine 
Economy has fixed the judge, judgment and 
executioner within. Nothing in the whole 
universe of God can bring actual barm 
from without, 

While nothing intrinsically good can һе 
destroyed, man can lose that which, to him, 
seems to be himself. If one builds up a 
consciousness, or creates a thougbt-world. 
wherein he links the ego to the perishable 
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and unreal (the “wood, һау and stubble’) 
he loses his seeming soul. Through a vital 
connection be builds these things into his 
personality, and when they are swept away 
һе bas little by which to recognize himself. 
Не is saved “as by fire.” but the selfhood 
that he has created, with all its familiar 
environment, is lost. The real and trae 
ego canuot suffer loss, but this has not yet 
come into self-recognition. It has not been 
“saved,” For an nage-long period, or until 
there has come a new growth of conscious- 
ness, such a one is in a denuded condition, 
He has built a structure upon the sand of 
negation, and it and its foundation are 
swept away. Forms, ceremonies, sac 
ments, substitutions, and everything % 
cept developed spiritual character belongs to 
the sandy stratum. То be sure, this pen- 
alty is very different from the arbitrary, 
vindictive, and lawless hell of former dog- 
mas; yet it is of vital moment. Life is 
conserved, but will be entered into in a 
blind, lame, and deaf condition, self-in- 
posed through ignorance or care essness, 
Limitations will at length be outgrown, but 
the lesson is made hard and compound in- 
terest added. 

Let us not, then, through ignorance or 
disregard of law. hold back until a false 
and sensuous consciousness has solidified 
around us which will strip us bare in Ия 
removal, It is possible now to build an 
environment of the Real. Working with 
law, we no longer kick against the pricks 
More than this, we gain a backing of its 
supernal energy. Salvation is normal. It 
is an harmonious fitting of our own consti- 
tution into the universal divine order and 
trend on every plane. It is full and free 
self-expression and development, and Ив 
fruit is abounding and exuberant life, 

The characteristic of the present era is 
intellectual activity and development. But 
this is not a savior, though that opinion 
prevails. Falling into the great world-cur- 
rent, even religion has been largely brought 
gown to that plane. Human salyation 
consists of the unfoldment of the higher 
part of man—or, rather, of the man him- 
self. Even theology, in the ordinary sense, 
is not of it. It involves the emergence of 
the divine selfhood from latency into self- 
recognition and manifestation. It requires 
yastly more than an intellectual belief in 
the personal Jesus, or an acceptance of his 
merits vicariously. It must include the 
normal development of the intrinsic and 
eternal Christ mind or quality. While this 
was most fully expressed through the per- 
sonality of Jesus, it knows no limitation, 
local or historic. 

An intellectual giant may be a spiritual 
weakling, but we often mistake him for a 
universal oracle. He requires “saying” no 
less than his more ignorant brother who 
seems to be much below him. 

The business man needs to be saved from 
his business, the lawyer from his law, and 
the capitalist from his capital, Each is in- 
clined to give his soul to these things. It 
is not enough to send his theories, his phil- 
osophy. his beliefs, his theology, or eyen his 
religion higher: he must go there himself. 
Full salvation involves the evolution of a 
divine self-consciousness : the building of a 
soul-structure of imperishable material. 
The ego must form an organic union with 
eternal and living verities.

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What is Babism? 


THE Bab religion has quite a number of 
disciples in this country, among whom must 
be included men and women of more than 
ordinary culture, The best known of the 
American Babists is Miss Sarah J. Farmer, 
of Greenacre, Me., whose summer confer- 
ences for the study of Comparative relig- 
ion and economics have attracted represen- 
tatives of many schools of thought. Mr. 
А. Р. Dodge, the founder of The New Eng- 
land Magazine, is also a Babist, and has 
recently published an exposition of his 
faith in book-form. 

Babism can be best described 
formed Mohammedanism, and its prophets 
include Adam, Noah. Abraham, Moses, 
Christ, Mohammed and Beha’u'llfih. From 
an article by Mr. Kenneth R. Forbes in 
Mind we condense the following account of 
the genesis of Babism: 

“In the year 1844, one Ali Mohammad 
made his appearance in Persia as an inde- 
pendent religious and philosophic teacher. 
His exposition of the teachings of Moham- 
med was to the orthodox Mohammedan at 
least most novel and startling. He claimed 
to teach nothing new, but simply to restore 
to its original purity the teachings of the 
‘Prophet.’ He called himself the Bab.“ or 
‘Gate,’ a forerunner of one greater than he 
—a prototype of John the Baptist, as it 
were. Six years after his death one of his 
foremost disciples, ВеһалгНаһ, the Blessed 


as а те- 


Perfection,’ declared himself to be ‘him 
whom God should manifest, and was so 
recognized by the majority of the ‘Babis. 


For forty years he lived as the master and 
teacher of the Babis, and was an object of 
the deepest yeneration on the part of his 
disciples. In 1892 he died, and, according 
to a long-existing understanding, his mans 
tle of authority and leadership descended 
upon his son, Abbas Efendi, who is to-day 
living in Acre, Syria, the acknowledged 
‘Master’ of all ‘Babis, whose numbers in 
Persia alone are now more than a million.” 

The leading tenets of the Babist faith 
are thus outlined: 

“The Babist would have none forswear 
his own religion, but through the clearer 
revelations of the ‘Blessed Perfection’ un- 
derstand the purity and inner meaning of 
that very religion, and eventually perceive 
the underlying unity of all religions. For 
this reason, the disciple of Beha'u'llih does 
not care to be called a Babist, a Behfite, or 
а supporter of any ‘ism,’ but rather a ‘be- 
liever” in the ‘Persian Revelation. 

“Much in the utterances of Beha'u'llah is 
in clear, unmistakable accord with New- 
Thought teachings. The idea of the in- 
dwelling and immanent God is plainly ex- 
pressed in nearly all we have seen of his 
words. That the ‘Kingdom of Heaven’ is 
something to be attained here and now— 
that it is, in fact, ‘within’—is likewise evi- 
dently a fundamental principle among the 
‘believers.’ 

“That God has ‘made of one blood all na- 
tions of men for to dwell on all the face of 
the earth,’ Веһал/Паһ has expressed very 
beautifully in his own words: 

„We desire but the good of the world 
and the happiness of nations; that all na- 
tions should become one in faith and all 
men as brothers; that the bonds of affec- 
tion and unity between the sons of men 
should be strengthened; that diversity of 
religion should cease, and differences of 
race be annulled. Let по man 
glory in this, that he loyes his country ; let 
him rather glory in this, that he loves. his 
kind,’ ”

“We may escape many of the 
distractions and harsh problems of life here 
on earth, if we would learn to live nearer 
the Centre of our Being, and listen to the 
Voice of our own Spirit, who would guide 
us into all Truth into the realms of Real- 
ity, which is Bliss. 5

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The Meaning of OM 


ACCORDING to the teachings of masters 
and tradition of the Eastern mysteries, the 
syilahle Om is divided into three parts: 
a-u-m. These three parts stand for the 
three worlds: а for the natural world; и 
for the psychic world; m for the celestial 
world; the fourth, the world of the Eternal, 
in which these three rest, is symbolized at 
once by the whole word, апа by the silence 
which follows it. То the three worlds cor- 
respond the three bodies: the natural body, 
the psychic body, and the causal body—our 
consciousness being, for the present, mainly 
in the middle of the three, in the psychic 
body, or emotional nature. The causal 
body is above birth and death and guides 
the personal life in both. Again, the three 
measures of Om stand for three selves: the 
animal self, which dwells in the natural 
body; the human self, which dwells іп the 
psychic body; and the divine self, which 
dwells in the causal hody. Above these is 
the fourth, the Self of all beings, the Bter- 
nal. The Self, with its three deputy- 
selves, and their three vestures, make up 
the real seven-fold division of the Eastern 
mysteries, which is therefore symbolized by 
Om. 

But 


От is more than a symbol or a 
creed. It is invocation. The three meas- 
ures do actually correspond to the three 
worlds, and reinforce the mental aspira- 
tions which should go with the pronuncia- 
tion of the word. This pronunciation 
means the ascent of consciousness from the 
animal life of the natural world, by way of 
the psychic world of human emotions, to 
the divine life of the spiritual world; and 
this ascent should be held in mind, and 
realized in imagination, at each pronunc i- 
ation of the word. In the East the invoca- 
tion is generally completed thus: “Om, 
earth, midworld, heaven.” 

The three worlds correspond to, and are 
the same thing as, the three modes of con- 
sciousness: waking, dreaming and dream- 
lessness. They also stand for this world, 
purgatory and paradise, by whatever names 
these may be called, and thus imply the 
teaching of the three destinies after death : 
immediate rebirth, for purely animal na- 
tures; rebirth after an interval in the 
paradise of dreams, for religious natures: 
and liberation, which escapes rebirth, for 
the traly illumined. 

Therefore Om is а creed which, in a sin- 
gle syllable, embodies the whole Mystery 
doctrine. And, as an invocation, it helps 
the intuition to call up the single reality 
which, looked at from various points, ap- 
pears as the three worlds, the three bodies, 
the three selves, the three destinies after 
death. It represents the return of the will 
from matter to the divine. Ког ап invoca- 
tion is an expression of the will, not merely 
of the thought or imagination. The in- 
stinct that an invocation should have magi- 
cal effects is a true one, and all real magic 
depends on the control of the psychic world 
by the divine world above it; the control 
of the personal man by the cansal self, who 
sent him into the world. So that Om is 
really an invocation of the Higher Self, in 
the old, intuitive language of the earliest 
race, in which sounds actually correspond 
in Nature to the things they expressed; in 
which all words were alive. An invoca- 
tion is an act of the will, as well as of the 
thought; the thought of what is invoked 
and the effort of invocation should go to- 
gether as a single act. — Theosophical 
Forum,

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% THE FINAL SETTLEMENT ОҒ THE 
% VENEZUELAN QUESTION 
By JUAN SANCHEZ 
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HE deplorable position in 
which our beautiful and 
fruitful country has been 


placed during the past two 
months bids fair now to be 
speedily settled. That the great pow- 
ers of Europe should seek a foothold 
upon our shores is not to be wondered 
at, and that the whole matter should 
be placed in the hands of the great 
government of the United States for 
adjustment is but natural—for to this 
great United States must Venezuela, 
and, in fact, South America generally, 
look for protection, advice and assist- 
ance, Are we not passing through the 
same process of evolution as did the 
United States in her infaney? Who 
then is better fitted in every 
way to assist the struggling 
young republic than our 
North American friends?

“While on the Orinoco each tree 
does not give on an average of more 
than 14 to 12 ounces of milk to one 
small tapping, it gives from 22 to 3) 
on the Rio Negro and from 4} to 5 
ounces and over on the Casiquiare and 
yields on an average of 5 pounds to a 
tree for full tapping. It seems to fol- 
low, therefore, that the proportion of 
richness of milk in trees fol- 
lows more or less the pro- 
portion of the richness of 
the forest in trees. 

“Let us transport our- 
selves to the middle of the 
course of the Casiquiare—I 
will speak of what I did 
myself, working as the la- 


borer would ordinarily 
work. Working for eight 


hours a day, І tapped 912 
trees in the day, and taking 
into account the loss and 
the waste, I coagulated on a 
mininum the enormous 
amount of 176 pounds of 
milk in a day. Leaving 
aside the Sernamby (low 
grade of rubber) and work- 
ing only eight hours, I have 
an average of 110 pounds of 
pure, fine and dry rubber. 
This rubber is worth to-day 
ninety cents per pound, 

“These figures may seem 
exorbitant and exaggerated, 
and I would not dare to give 
them here if I had not pro- 
ven them myself from my 
own work.” 

With this little extract 
from the report of this eminent botan- 
ist and investigator for the Етепеһ 
Government, I have shown, I think,one 
cause for the greed of the foreign gov- 
ernments, and their intense desire to 
gain a footing in a country which pro- 
duces a commodity for which millions 
of dollars are paid each year.
